When the Lincoln school authorities ruled out 


construction of a stadium on the Rogers tract 


because legal limitations would have made it 


impossible for the stadium’s operation to re­ 


main their hands, another plan to make use 
of a generous gift of land to the city was out 


the window. 


It is approximately seven years since the 
community came into possession of the Rogers 
tract through the generosity of one of its civic- 
minded citizens. To all outward appearances, at 
least, we are about as near to putting it to 
beneficial use as we were when the deed was 
executed on January 19, 1948. Obviously what is 
needed in connection with the Rogers trni't is a 
concrete plan for its use and the money for 


development of that plan. 
The limitations im­ 
posed are generous. 
The deed simply requires 
that the property must be used for public pur­ 
poses and specifies the erection of some kind of 
a memorial to the late George Rogers. 
No difficulty should be experienced in meeting 
those requirements. 
There may or may not be wisdom in the 
delay which has seemed to mark prompt ap­ 
plication to use of gifts which this conmunity re­ 
ceives from its puhlic-.spinted citizens. 
In one 
or two mstanres, at least, a period of marking 
tune ^as turned out happily. 
But in the in­ 
stance of the Rogers tract, it would appear that 
the time has arrived to give thought to its de­ 
velopment after a lapse of seven years, and 
to take the steps leading to it.
